between the collar and the box. This construction avoids

The face of the collar is very broad and perfectly fin- 
ished. The loose collar has two lug pins set into it, which 
pass through the saw into holes in the fixed collar, these 
being located according to the standard dimensions 


This collar is held 
in place by a large nut of forged steel machined all over,

The two bearings nearest the saw are cast in a singk 
piece, and the one nearest the saw is held to the husk 
frame by a singie large bolt. The other has bolts passing 
through elongated slots to allow for adjusting the arbor 
and its bearings in properly “lining” the saw. The end 
play of the arbor is taken up by collars on this central 
bearing, and the end box farthest from the saw is hung 
ina pivoted yoke, as is also the fourth box, provided with 
mills having a top saw. All are lined with a special hieh 
grade of anti-friction metal, and the caps and boxes are 


machined to fit together accurately and rigidly.
